T h e wreck w as accom panied by hor 
m rs only slightly less than th o se of 
the Eden 
disaster, 
w hich occurred 
Aug. 7, 1901, on the 
sam e line. 
The 
flam es followed the collision almost 
instantly 
and those 
w ho failed 
to 
reach the doors or w indow s at once 
w ere deprived of till ch an ce for life. 
S om e w ere 
sm othered by the 
first 
burst of fire follow ing the explosion 
of the gas tanks on the cars, but m any 
w ere caught by broken se a ts and tim ­ 
bers and incinerated by inches. 
T h e trains were the ITtah-Californla 
express No. 3, w estbound from Denver, 
and the Colorado-New M exico express 
No. TA eastbound from L eadville and 
Grand 
Junction. 
T hey 
met 
on 
a 
sharp curve and w ere le ss than 2u0 
yards apart w hen the en g in eers d is­ 
covered that a collision w as Imminent. 
W alter Coslett, engin eer of the w e st­ 
bound 
train, 
used 
every 
possible 
m ean s to prevent the crash and went 
to 
his death with 
his hand 
on the 
throttle, faithful to his charge. This 
m uch is vouched for by b is fireman, J. 
IT. Sm ith, who, seein g the u se le ssn ess 
of rem aining, jumped and saved h im ­ 
self. 
'rho en gin e 
crew of the 
east- 
bound train died at their posts. 
C onservative estim a tes on the total 
loss of life place the num ber of dead 
at thirty-five. 
Rio Grande officials in­ 
sist that the exact num ber of persons 
on the 
tw o trains cannot 
be ascer­ 
tained; that it is im possible. 
S. F. Lively, night operator at Swab 
lows, w h ose alleged failure to deliver 
orders to train No. 16 is supposed to 
have been the cause of the wreck, has 
been in the em ploy of the road many 
years. 
He lias been 
relieved from 
duty and will be suspended until the 
m a t t e r is thoroughly investigated by 
the officials. 
In the front end of the ruins of the 
sm oking car of No. 3 w ere found the 
charred hands of a man, crossed and 
held together bv a pair of handcuffs. 
They are all that is left to show that 
the convict who was being taken to 
prison w as burro d in the wreck. Near 
the ghastly hands w ere found tw o re­ 
volvers, the property of Deputy Sher­ 
iff E E. Baird cf Denver, w ho was also 
killed. 
T he 
prisoner was 
an actor 
known as A rchibald W h itn ey, w ho had 


been senten ced to the penitentiary for 
forgery.
